PASSES AWAY. 


FIFTY YEARS IN WHITE HOUSE; 
LINOCOLN’S BODYGUARD. 


Famous Character in Washington 
Always Maintained that hag He 
been on Duty at Ford’s Theater 
Assassination of President Would 
. Never Have Occurred. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 13.—Col 
W. H. Crook, disbursing officer of the 
White House who was President Lin- 
coln’s bodyguard and who has been 
intimately acquainted with every 
President since 1860, died  to- 
day at his home here. He had been 
sick with pneumonia more than a 
week. 

Fifty years of service as a White 
House employee, through the admin- 


Col. William H. Crook one of the 
most familiar figures in the National 
Capital, and in his old age left him 
rich in personal reminiscences of the 
“lintimate side of White House life. 
The nations of Lincoln and 
Garfield, variova weddings at the 
White House, and the impeachment 
of President Johnson, were among 
numerous events which Col. Crook re- 
called, in memoirs of his half-cen- 
tury of White House service. 
He: was taken from the Washing- 
ton police force in 1865 and appointed 
President Lincoln’s bodyguard. Prior 
to this he had served in the Union 
Army. He accompanied Lincoln on 
many of his walks and drives, and it 
was his duty to watch over the Presi- 
dent during public receptions. 
Col. Crook told often of how, on 
the afternoon before Lincoln's as- 
sassination, the President had come 
to him in confidence and said that on 
three successive nights he had had 
dreams which foretold his murder. 
Crook thereupon begged the Presi- 
dent not to go to the theater that

The In- 
vergyle had a tonnage of 1141, and 
was 276 feet long. She was built at 
Grangemouth, Eng., in 1907, and was 
owned by the Invergyle Steamship 
Company of Glasgow. 

The Andalusian was owned by the 
Ellerman lines of Liverpool. She was 
built at Middlesbrough, Eng., in 
1911. She had a tonnage of 1452, and 
was 298 feet long. 

The Fliorazan was built at Sunder- 
land, Eng., in 1913, and was owned 
by the Liverpool Shipping Company of 
Liverpool. She was 385 feet long 
and had a tonnage of 2986. The 
Florazan was last reported as arriv- 
ing at Havre on January 27. 

The Headlands was a steamer of 
1933 tons, and was 314 feet long. She 
was bullt at West Hartlepool, Eng., 
in 1892, and was owned by the Sef- 
ton Steamship Company of Liverpool.

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PREPARED TO GIVE ALIJES A

RELEASE STEAMER 
AT KEY WEST.

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—Only in the 
number of hotel guests, passengers 
transported on street cars and build- 
ings constructed, has the normal “ivic 
life of Berlin varied materially within 
the last year, according to figures just 
compiled. The birth and death tate 
and the number of marriages during 
December, 1914, were approximately 
the same as in 1913. The figures 
show that 700 guests registered at 
Berlin hotels in December, 1914, or 
30,000 less than the year before. Sim- 
ilarly, the street c.r lines carried 
only 46,000,000 passengers during the 
same period, as against 63,000,000 in 
1913. The number of buildings on 
which construction Was started was 
reduced by 50 per cent. There were 
1421 marriages in December, 1914, 
compared with 1533 in 1913; 3139 
births, as against an almost equal 
number, and 2773 deaths in 1914 in 
comparison with 2467 in December, 
1913. Fires decreased by 50 per cent., 
from 1600 to 800. The December, 
1913, savings bank deposits were in- 
creased in 1914 by 135,000 marks.

ANNERY PLANT: 
‘TO BE BUILT.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, March 
13.—The Southern California Fish 
Company has secured a wharf fran- 
chise for its new cannery at the fish- 
ermen's harbor at East San Pedro. 
The contract for the new cannery 
has-been let to W. I. Winchester of 
Los Angeles, who makes a specialty 
of cannery buildings, and has devised 
a system of conveyers that will elim- 
imate the handling of any of the 
product by hand. The building will 
be 210x65 feet, with a warehouse in 
addition, 150x65 feet. 
athe conveyer system will be mod- 
eled after that recently installed for 
Simon Levi & Co. of the Loyal Pack- 
ing Company. The cost of handling 
the product of this plant was reduced 
from 60 cents to 16 cents per ton. 
Four lines of the American Can Com- 
pany’s packing machines will be in- 
stalled.

HIGH MASON IS 
~ CALLED BEYOND. 


Busy Life of Simon Conradi 
_ Ends at Ripe Age. 


Midnight Ritual Service to be 
Second Held Here. 


His Peers in Scottish Rite 
Only Twelve in City. 


Simon Conradi, for many years a 
prominent business man of Los An- 
geles and one of the thirteen Thirty- 
third Degree Masons resident in this 
city, died at 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. Champ Vance, No. 740 South 
Alvarado street. He was in his 
eighty-second year and Nestor of 
Scottish Rite Masonry in Southern 
California. 

The death of Mr. Conradi will bring 
about once more the rare midnight 
service of the Scottish Rite Masons 


in the Cathedral, No. 929 South Hope 
street. This service will be conducted 
tomorrow night, beginning at the 
stroke of 12 o'clock. But one such 
service has ever been held in Los 


Angeles. 

Only the immediate family’ and 
members to whom cards are issued 
will be admitted. The beautiful 
ritualistic service will be carried 
through by the officers of the Scottish 
Rite. This was instituted about 700 
years ago, and there hag been practi- 
cally no change since it was first used. 
The bier will be draped in the colors 
of the degree to which the deceased 
belonged, and there will be music, 
probably rendered by the Scottish Rite 
quartette. 

After the nfidnight service the body 
will Hie in state in the cathedral, at- 
tended by guards, until Tuesday, 
when the interment will take place 
at Hollywood Cemetery. 

INJURED IN FALL 


_ An indirect. cause of his death was 
a fall on the stairway leading to the 
safety deposit department of the Los 
Angeles Trust and Savings Bank, 
where he had his office for the trans- 
action of personal business. This oc- 
curred October 29, 1913. Mr. Con- 
radi was seriously injured and for 
many weeks was a patient in the Sis- 
ters’. Hospital. 

From that time he had been almost 
constantly under the care of a phy- 
sician, although previously he had 
been a very strong and vigorous man. 
The death of Mrs. Conrad! more than 
eight yeara ago, brought his first seri- 
ous iliness, a nervous breakdown. At 
that time he sold his jewelry business 
and took a trip through Europe, be- 
ing away for half a year, when he re- 
turned fully restored in health. 

Simon Conradi had a life full of 
interesting incidents and experiences. 
He was a native of Switzerland, and 
was there made a Mason when little 
more than a boy. He gave the cus- 
tomary service to the Swiss army and 
achieved the rank of lieutenant. When 
the Crimean War broke out he re- 
signed from the Swiss army, went to 
London and received a commission in 
the British army as a lieutenant. 
Thence he went to Turkey. 

He came to America in 1858, locat- 
ing in New Orleans, and in the Civil 
War was a lieutenant in the Confed- 
erate service. Resigning, he went in- 
to Mexico, locating in the City of 
Mexico, where in the course of politi- 
cal events he was thrown into close 
association with Maximillian and 
Diaz. Once during these trouble-bur- 
dened times, he was arrested and 
court-martialed, but was able to prove 
he was of Swiss and not French 
lineage, and thus escaped death. 
Among the papers of the deceased are 
numerous letters from former Presi- 
dent Diaz, with whom Mr. Conradi 
maintained a continuous friendship. 

He came back to the United States 
in 1866, locating at Houston, where 
he engaged in business. He 
mained there until 1887, 
came to Los Angeles, and this city 
had since been his home. For many 
years Mr. Conradi was a prominent 
jeweler of this city. 

AS A MASON, 

The Masonic fraternity was a great 
factor in the life of Mr. Conradi. He 
early became imbued with its precepts 
and principles, and in many places 
he helped to revive om maintain its 
work. Because of the aid he gave in 
the strengthening of the Scottish Rite 
work in this city, he was made treas- 
urer of the organization. He held 
this position until a few months ago, 
when the condition of his health 
forced him to relinquish the office. 

In Houston Mr. Conradi took the 
Royal Arch and Knight Templar de- 
grees, and for many years he was an 
officer of the Grand Lodge of Texas, 
of the Royal Arch Chapter of Texas, 
and the Grand Commandery of the 
same State. He received the Scot- 
tish Rite degrees from Grand Com- 
wmander P. C. Tucker, thirty-third de- 
gree Mason, who was then Sovereign 
Grand Inspector-General of Texas, 
and he assisted in organizing ths 
Lodge of Perfection in Houston, of 
which he was elected treasurer. 

Various Masonic honors followed. 
He was elected Wise Master of the 
Chapter Rose Crolx, and upon retiring 
from the office he was elected treas- 
urer of all the bodies of the Rite, 
which position he held more than 
twenty years. In 1886 he was elect- 
ed Knight Commander of the Court 
of Honor by the Supreme Council of 
the Thirty-third Degree, and in 1898 
was coroneted an Inspector-General 
Honorary of the Thirty-third Degree. 
In 1900 he was made a member of 
the Royal Order of Scotland. After 
being a member of Pentalpha Lodge, 
No. 202, for twenty-two years, he de- 
mitted and joined Vallee de France 
Lodge, No. 329. He was a member 
of Signet Chapter, R.A.M., Los An- 
geles Council, R. & S8.M., and Los 
Angeles Commandery, No. 9. He was 
a recognized authority on all Masonic 
subjects.

The “jitney” bus “industry” is om 
the wane in Los Angeles. Lieut. But 
ler, the traffic expert of the police We 
partment, is responsible for the stater 
ment that the “jitney’ bus will soon 
cease to be a problem to this metrop- 
olis. 

The “jitney” bus or car does not 
pay substantial dividends in this city, 
according to the official figures of the 
traffic chief, and the operators do not 
continue long in the business. 

Out of the 1800 licenses issued if 
Los Angeles prior to January 1, only 
600 permits have been renewed since 
the first of the year. More than 300 
operators have retired from the field 
since January 1 and there are yr 
700 “jitneys” in operation in the ci 
at this time. A short time ago there 
were about 1200 “jitneys” operated ig 
the city daily. 

Los Angeles is not a paying field f 
the “jitney” bus. The city is laid o 
over so much scattered territory, is 
level, and built up In such a way t 
the hauls are too long for profits. The 
street car system of the city reaches 
every district, and there are fifteens 
mile rides for single 6-cent fares. If 
is impossible for the “jitney” to sud« 
cessfully compete with such a system® 
with its transfer privileges. :

| STRAUS SPEAKS 


PURE 


MILK, 


MENT THAT “REACHES FROM 
CALIFORNIA TO EGYPT.” 


Nathan Straus, the New York phi- 
lanthropist, and Dr. Norman Bridge 
were the speakers at the City Club 
luncheon yesterday. Pasteurization 
of milk, as a means of decreasing in- 
fant mortality, and the war being 
waged against tuberculosis were the 
subjects of discussior. The pasteur- 
ization process was exhibited before 


The milk, which is placed in round- 
bottomed bottles, so that they must 
be kept closed and thus exclude con- 
tamination after treatment, is ex- 
posed to 157 degrees Fahrenheit for 
twenty-five minutes and then rapidly 
cooled to 40 degrees. The process 
kills all noxious germs and preserves 
the nutritious quality. 


Dr. Bridge was the first speaker. 
He reviewed the work of Mr. Straus, 
giving it the highest commendation. 
“Every step of the work of Nathan 
Straus has been supported and sus- 
tained by science,” said this speaker. 
“The scientific men who objected to 
his work have all dropped out of 
view. 
“More than half a century ago a 
great man of England discovered and 
promulgated the fact that diseases 
were produced by germs. The. work 
of Nathan Straus is to furnish pure 
milk, free from noxious germs, and 
thus greatly reduce the infant mor- 
tality.” 
The speaker gave statistics showing 
the result of this work, particularly in 
New York City, and declared that the 
lengthening of 
human life is a positive proof that the 
world is growing better. : 
Dr. Bridge then spoke of the war 
on tuberculosis which he deciared is 
the greatest movement for the salva- 
tion of the race. s 
“We are getting over the idea,” said 
the speaker, “that a person seized 
with the disease is bound to die. It 
is a very curable disease. Distroy the 
germs in the air that we breathe and 
the food that we swallow; destroy the 
sputum of the persons thus affected, 
and we are on the way to wipe the 
disease out of existence. We need 
more general education on the meth- 
ods of lessening this evil and the pre- 
cautions that should be taken by 
those affected.” 
The speaker told of the bill now 
before the Legislature providing for 
the te taking care of the indigent 
consumptives, but declared that it 
would + much more satisfactory if 
the Stdte would assist the counties 
themselves in this work. 
“It is not wholesome for the county 
to feel that it is able to ship out its 
indigent tubercular patients. It must 
= and understand its own responsi- 
il ty.” 

Dr. Straus gave a general history of 
his work, particularly in New York, 
but stated that it had practically be- 
come a world-wide movement an 
“reaches from California to Egypt.” 
while all through Europe the work 
has been established. The speaker 
declared that if a tithe of the money 
now being spent in the European war 
were used in fighting tuberculosis, it 
could be speedily wiped from. the 
earth. 

“People have said that T have milk 
on the brain.’ said Mr. Straus, “but 
I find that if you make a success of 
anything you must have it on the 
brain.”

BEETLES, SAYS EXPERT.

Because One Beetle Larvva will 
Feed on Five Hundred Spider Lar- 
vae in a Day—Experimenter’s In- 
sect Hosts Thrive in Aristocratic 
Surroundings at Pasadena Home. 


The grounds of the Pasadena home 
of Dr. Adalbert Fenyes are no place 
for a red spider. A denizen thereof 
is a beetle of prolific larvae. And 
one larva of that beetle will comfort- 


ably dine on 500 or 600 red spider/f 


larvae in a day. That is why Dr. 
Fenyes says the beetle may easily rid 
citrus fruit growers of a pest that 
sometimes presents”a problem. 

“Spraying is foolish,” he says. “It 
kills the red spider but it also kills 
the beetle that feeds on the spider, 
and this beetle reproduces its kind 
but once a year. 
row of corn between each row of 
trees. Then I would set the ,.easily- 
procured beetles on the corn. They 
thrive on it. Ranchmen say it is not 
practicable, because they would have 
to cultivate the corn. But the extra 
expense of cultivation could not equal 
the expense of spraying.” 

The beetle that the spider should 
not like is only one of countless many 
that find a paradise at the Fenyes 
home. 

Growing in their lowly state of the 
bourgeois with all the aristecracy of 
orchids and camellias in close prox- 
imity, are the plants of the wide col- 
lection of imported and domestic 


vegetable seeds with which Dr. Fenyes 


is conducting his experiments in rid- 
ding the vegetables of insect pests by 
means of beetles. 

The vegetables are grown in small 
oblong plats a few feet in length, 
Each individual plat is carefully 
boarded off and is given over to but 
one variety of vegetable. At present 
most of the vegetables are too young 
to become infested with insects, but 
as they grow older, some _ will be 
threatened with destruction by para- 
sites 


Then it is Dr. Fenyes proposes to 


turn loose upon them certain beetles 


which will not touch the plant but 
masticate every insect tn sight. 
Pointing to two full-grown caulli- 
flower plants standing together, one 
of which was, half eaten by insects 
and the other absolutely free from 
parasites, Fenyes said: “On 
two things must be done. Either 
only the seeds of this plant capable 
of throwing off any disease must be 
sown or else a remedy must be found 
to destroy the disease on the other 
plant. That the means wherewith to 
do this can be found in securing cer- 
tain beetles I am sure.” 

On beetles Dr. Fenyes is an author- 
ity, having- been a student of this in- 
sect during his boyhood in Europe 
and his later travels and during his 
residence in this country. Connected 
with that part of the beautiful 
Fenyes ground given over to vege- 
table plats is a garden of native plants 
in which Dr. Fenyes finds the beeties 
with which to carry on his expert- 
ments. The plants are obtained in 
the Arroyo Seco in separate groups 
blocked in by a unique arrangement 
of rustic logs. Under these and un- 
der the fallen leaves of whatever 
plant or tree happens to be within 
the border, the beetles breed and 
hatch. 

Dr. Fenyes pulled apart a side of 
the brush, which he called his “bug- 
house,” and a white film of the larvae 
of flies showed on the decaying leaves. 
The fungus on decaying leaves brings 
flies and other insects which in turn 
bring the bettles. In a month, stated 
Dr. Fenyes, his native garden will be 
full of valuable beetles. It is a sur- 
prising thing to find how many beetles 
are aiso found living with ants. They 
form three divisions in their associa- 
tion with ants, as workers, as milk- 
givers and as parasites. 

For the last ten years Dr. Fenves 
has studied beetles of the Aleschav- 
inae group, a sub-family of the Rove 
beetles. In his laboratory are thous- 
ands of specimens of this almost mi- 
croscopic insect, many of which have 
never before been catalogued or even 
known. 

For a number of years Dr. Fenyes 
has been writing a book on this kind 


of beetles, a work not undertaken by 


an- English writer heretofore. Last 
summer he went to Brussels to per- 
sonally supervise the preparation of 
the illustration plates. The book was 
to have been published in August, at 
the very time the war broke out. Dr. 
Fenyes is now discouraged as to its 


chances for publication.

amount even if it is necessary to enter 
| @uit against Oakland and others who, 
| individuals, also announced that 
they would pay liberally for the-cap- 
| ture of the siayer or siayers. 
While it is not contended by the 
' Les Angeles officers that they knew 
that Alfred Sells was gulity of the 
Pruitvaie murder when they instructed 
the Oakland authorities to arrest him, 
they feel that it was through their ef- 
forts that he was apprehended and 
that, inasmuch as they secured his 
confession, they are entitled to the re- 
ward. 

When Chief of Police Petersen of 
Oakiand came to Los Angeles to in-
